Apart from that. however, we became convinced that the 
proffered arbitration was in reality only a political trick inspfred by the recog- 
nized ‘boss of the city machine,’ and that the real intent ‘was to deprive the

The device over whieh the wra 
bas arisen is a roller with pecullarly- 
shaped compression shoes“ or flat 
spikes.

WATERS OF SAN ‘JOAQUIN 


WALLEY. 


For more than a year the Hydrogra- 
phic. Branch of the United States 
Geological Survey has had under way 
an investigation of the ground waters 
of the San Joaquin Valley; and al- 
though the field work is by no means 
complete, «nough has been done to 
indicate that results of great value to 
the residents of the region will be ob- 
tained. Covering an 4rea of about 10,- 
000 square miles, this valley constitutes 
about two-thirds of the wide interior 
plain known as the Great Valley of 
Callffornia and is the granary of the en- 
tire southwest, the quantity of staple 
food products raised within its borders 
exceeding that produced in any Amilar 
ares. south of the Oregon line and west 
of the Colorado River. In the past irri- 
gation within this area has depended 
almost entirely upon waters brought to 
the vailey border by the great streams 
that rise in the Sterras and flow down 
their western slopes. In only a few 
localities, as at Lindsay and Porter- 
ville, near which citrus fruits are 
raised successfully, or in the ncighbor- 
hood of small colonies recently estab- 
lished nearer the center of the valley, 
are underground waters utilized to any 
considerable extent: yet the work of 
the Survey indicates that one of the 
largest aftesian basins in the South- 
Went lies along the exis of this valley, 
and that about its borders are zones in 
which ground waters are available with 
but moderate pumping lifts. The uftiliza- 
tion of these ground waters will benefit 
the valley not only directly through the 
irrigation effected hy. them, but exces- 
see use of the surface waters. It is.

USINESS AND POLITICS. 
Wen Congress at its last sitting 
undertook the task of framing a bill to 
reguiate railroad rates and the general 
management of common carriers, peo- 
ple who give themselves the trouble of 
thinking upon such matters foresaw 
that the task was a difficult one. Un- 
doubtedly Congress took all the pre- 
eaution possible and summoned to its 
aid as much honest expert knowledge 
of railroading as was to be in 
framing the new law. In spite of all 
the care bestowed upon n bill and 
the numerous amendments that were 
made in it while under discussion, it is 
found that in its practical workings 
the bill is far from being perfect. The 
sad side of the story is that it is not 
the railroads but the people who are 
“paying the freight.” ° 
The first practical application of the 
new law here in Los Angeles caused, 
shippers to pay twice as much for 
switching privileges from the tracks 
of one railroad to the other as they 
had been paying before. Several other 
minor features developed in the ad- 
ministration of the law, which worked 
in the same direction to the detriment 
of the general public. 
Now there has arisen in the West a 
difficulty in the application of the rate 
bill which is exceedingly grave in its 
effects upon the Great West. The va- 
rious Tailroad companies have had un- 
der a single management an immi- 
grant bureau the purpose of which was 
to aid in the settling up of the gr -t 
West with population. It is said that 
the Rock Island system had been send- 


year. It would appear as if.the com- 
bined effort of all the systems might 
send over a mi.lion people a year into 


the country west of the Mississippi. 


The figure looks exceedingly large. 
Possibly a maximum movement for the 
Rock Island system is given. But if 
half a million new settlers were 
brought into the country west of the 
Mississippi each year the effect upon 
business in al] its branches is easily 
perceived. 

— 7 to effectuate this shifting of 
populat from the country east of 
the riv to that west requires et- 
fort. It appears that the railroads 
maintained an army of 50,000 land 
agents in bringing about this move- 
ment to the West of new population. 
These agents were charged with the 
business of knowing the exact char- 
acter of the land in different sections 
of the country along the different rail- 
road lines, the prices at which land 
might be had, the uses to which it 
might be put, and the profits resulting 
from its cultivation. They were en- 
ergetic men of very high intelligence 
and their work for the West could not 
be appreciated at its full value. 

The Railroad Commission under thé 
new law finds that free transportation 
cannot be given to this army working 
for the settling of the West. The 
railroads announce that they will obey 
tne law, discharge the land agents con- 
nected with the settlement system and 
let the West look out for new popula- 
tion in its own way. 

Here again the railroads undoubted- 
ly suffer, for it was not a philanthrop- 
ic work with them, but done for the 
purpose of settling up the country, pro- 
ducing crops, creating traffic, building 
up communities, manufacttres and in- 
dustries that the work was undertaken 
and managed; yet while the railroads 
can live without tuis development 
work, it will fall Rard upon the West 
to be deprived of this great stream 
of new population. It will retard de- 
velopment and hold back the whole 
West for years to come. 

Railroading is a science and the 
management of raliroads @ profession. 
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At the time when Congress undertook 
to make this rate bill, The Times, fore- 
seeing the difficulty of the task, fore- 
told that in some respects unexpected 
results would follow. The only per- 
sons in Congress who understood even 
a little of the science of railroading 
and were capable of giving the new 
bill the consideration of an expert 
were unfortunately the “railroad” Sen- 
ators, who did everything possible so 
to modify tae law as to take care of 
the interests which they represented 
in Congress rather than the public 
interest. | 

We must not forget the versatile 
enaracter of American talent, Un- 
doubtedly these evil effects of the new 
rate bill will be removed by the amend- 
ment of the act from time to time 
until it is made to work smoothly and 
in the interest of the public generally. 
But in the meantime we must be pre- 
pared to have arise just such disappoint- 
ments in the working of the new act. 

The great lesson to be learned from 
this failure of Congress to pass a bill 
whose effect would be altogether for 
the public good is the suggestion it 
contains as to what would be the fate 
of the railroads and of the public 
who must use them if public owner- 
ship were to be put in practice and 
politicians like the average Congress- 
man were to be set to operate the 
roads through their bungling legisla- 
tion and through managers and train- 
men selected not for their knowledge 
of the science of railroading nor their 
skill in the pract.ce of the profession, 
but from their pull or push in politics. 
Let us thove slowly in this public own- 
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HE DIVIDING LINE. 
The issue in Los Angeles is as 
clear-cut as anything could be. It is 
the contest of those who stand for a 
square deal for, all and special priv- 
ileges to no individual or class, for in- 
dustrial freedom and industrial peace, 
for taé open shop, for continued prog- 
ress and continued prosperity, against 
the forces of disorder and disorganiza- 
tion, against those who claim all priv- 
fleges for those within their own 
sphere and deny all rights to those who 
will not range themselves under their 
banner for industrial war, strikes, dis- 
turbances, riots, intepruption of pros- 
perity, a check to progress, the de- 
struction of property rather than its 
creation, and im the end an internecine 
strife involving bloodshed and murder. 
To put the proposition in the concrete, 
the struggle is for the maintenance of 
industrial conditions in Los Angeles 
as they afe under the guidance of 
those who stand for law and order, 
or the perversion of Los Angeles into 
a municipality of the type of San Fran- 
cisco as it is today. 

The real watchword in this short 
and decisive campaign which has 
opened is absolutely non- 
partisanship. National politics have 
nothing to do with this struggle for 
the maintenance of the status quo in 
the city of Los Angeles. Tariff, free 
silver, our insular possessions, the 
Panama Canal, the Schléswig-Holstein 
question and who struck Billy Patter- 
son or killed Cock Robin, and every 
other consideration, must be swept 
aside and.every Man must vote on one 
side or the other as the issue is out- 
lined above, | 

Every man should cast his vote with 
one clear-cut conviction in his mind, 
that he is voting in the way that is 
surest to accomplish the utter rout of 
Stanley B. Wilson, Pinhead McCarthy 
and the troublesome bunch of walking 
delegates, strike fomghters, mischief- 
makers and would-be rioters who are 
gathered under that piratical banner 
of disorder. To make this defeat as 


it would seem the duty of every citizen 
who stands for a square deal, the open 
shop, a continuance of our progress 
and prosperity and the guaranteeing 
every man of the right to work and 
‘to enjoy his earnings, to vote with that 
single purpose in his mind. Weigh 
well the strength of the three candi- 
dates and vote for the man who seems 
surest of winning the most decisive 
victory over the trouble makers. 
Adding to the registration of voters 
for the recent State election the new 
registration for the city election, the 
total possible vote will be probably 
about 52,000. Thegvote cast in the 
State election amounted to less than 
29,000. That is, but little more than 
half of the voting strength of the city 
is a known quantity. It:is all guess- 
work how this other 23,000 or more 
voters will act. They may elect to 
stay away from the polls on December 
4, as they did on November 6, or they 
may choose to take part in the city 
contest while abstaining in the State 
campaign. If more votes are cast 
in December than were cast in No- 
vember it is very plain that with four 
candidates in the field a matter of less 
than 10,000 votes might elect a Mayor. 
Of course there remains the question, 
which of the three candidates, the Re- 
publican, the so-called Non-Partisan, 
or the Democratic, would make the best 
Mayor. Those who know the three 
men well, without detracting at all 
from the excellent reputation that all 
three bear, will not hesitate in many 
cases to declare for Dr. Walter Lind- 
ley. Go talk to those who have done 
business day in and day out with the 
three gentlemen and there is scarcely 


one to be found who hesitates to say 


that Dr. Lindley is ‘one ‘of the most 
decided, capable and clear-minded men 
of affairs in the city of Los Angeles. 
He is no untried quantity. He has 
demonstrated in a multitude of posi- 
tion’ his great talents for executive 
work. That is the main thing to think 
of in the selection of a Mayor. His 
duties are althost entirely executive. 
They are multiplex and exceedingly 
important. Dr. Lindley is prompt and 
decisive in his dispatching of business, 
his judgment is keen, his t into 
affairs profound, developed as they are 
by long personal acquaintance with 
this kind of duty. 

Politically there fs just one force in 
America which stands committed un- 
equivocally to the doctrine of the 
square deal, equal opportunities to all, 
special privileges to none, the open 
shop, the avoidance of strikes as far 
as possible, the suppression of picket- 
ing, rioting and all violent interfer- 
ence on the part of these organizations 
with free ang independent laboring 
people. That one force is the Republi- 
can party. There are multitudes of 
patriotic, intelligent Democrats who 
have always stood side by side with 
the great mass of the Republican party 
in this new political warfare. But 
when you come to the Democratic 
party as @ mass, and particularly ‘to 
the regular Democratic political work- 
er in that party, you will not find in 
ten thousand one such Democrat who 
is not tainted more or less with the 
virus of these un-American and dan- 
gerous doctrines. In the recent State 
campaign Gompers was out in the 
open advocating the election of the 
Democratic nominee for Governor, 
Theodore A. Bell. Bell himself stood 
unreservedly and outspokenly for the 
doctrines of MeCarthyites and others 
whose rule in San Francisco is so 
awfully detrimental to the interests 
of that city. The Democratic nominee 
for Mayor in the city of Los Angeles 
is standing upon a platform almost ex- 
actly of the same structure a’. that 
on which Stanley B. Wilson stands. 
The rank and file of those behind Mr. 


decisive and overwhelming as possible 
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Partisans who insist on running their 
candidate for Mayor, one might say 
against his own decision and almost 
against his will, there is little to say. 
The committe of 100, composed of 
thoroughly earnest-minded and patri- 
otic citizens, is an entirely different 
matter. Ninety out of the 100 of those 
gentlemen could very easily be 
reckoned with. A great many of them 
are already in the open pronouncedly 
for Dr. Lindley. But the little coterie 
of would-be politicians, impracticable, | 
umreasonable and inexperienced in 
the work that they have undertaken, 
will probably not see until after the 
votes are counted how very insignifi- 
cant a factor they are in our city poll- 
tics.

‘DEATH COMES AT HIS HOME IN 


SOUTH PASADENA. 
Career Full of Stirring Incidents. 
Sew Gervice in Medical Corps in 
Burdside’s Army and Did Much 
te Relievé Suffering in Connection 
“With Exodus to Kansas. 


Horatio Nelson Rust, former Indian 


agent, noted archeologist and member 


of the medical corps of Gen. Burnside’ 4 
army, died yesterday at his home on 
Lyndon street, South Pasadena. 

Amherst, Mass. was his birth place. 
The year was 1828. At an early age he 
began his business career in the Col- 
, Mnsville Ax Works, with which his 
father was ted. 

At the breaking out of the War of the 
Rebellion in 1861, he offered his serv- 
ices to the government and joined the 
Medical corps in the field before An- 
etam, serving with Surgeon Werner 
of the Sixteenth Connecticut Infanjry. 
He Was ordered by Gen. Burnside to 
the transportation ot 
wounded men from the field to their 
homes, a. delicate and responsible po- 
sition. Upon his return he saw active 
servico at City Point and in the memo- 
fuble days before ePtereburg. At these 
points heWas acting assistant surgeon, 
and with a corps of competent assist- 
@nts did much to alieviate the suffer- 
ings of the wounded, and was in a po- 
sition to sce many of the horrors of 
modern warfare. 

After the war he engaged in business 
in Chigago. It was in that period that 

exodus to Kansas began. The suf- 
ferings of this unfortunate people at 
once enlisted his sympathy, and he was 
“for many months a worker in and the 
Honored secretary of the Chicago Re- 
Hef Association. During this time he 
Was visited by the Rev. Josiah Henson 
Who was the original Uncle Tom” 0 
Mrs. Stowes famous story of Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” who traveled all the way 
from home in Canada and who was 
at that time upwards of 90 years of 


age. 
From this question his interest was 


transferred to the Indian tribes under 


the charge of the government, and he 
became an active member of an asso- 
elation for their protection and pres- 
ervation. 

While engaged in business in Mas- 
Sachusetts and Connecticut he began 
the study and collection of objects rep- 
resenting the prehistoric races of the 
United States, which in time resulted 
fn an extremely valuable collection, 
ier him an important national rep- 
tation as an archeologist. His re- 
searches among the mounds of Mis- 


ont and other localities were partic- 


Mari successful, and he was among 
the first to suggest the theory of the 
origin of these people, held by sci- 
entists today. While living in Chicago 
he made an extensive exploring trip 
inte Mexico and enriched his cabinet 
with many valuable finds. On other oc- 
casions he visited the pueblos of New 


Mexico, the homes of the cliff dwell-/ 


ers of Arizona, and many other lotal- 
ities of interest, the results of which 
together with many explorations in 
Seuthern California, are to be found 
in. collections which have been placed 
in Yale College, the University of Penn- 
vania and Beloit College, as well as 
private collection in his home. 

In 1881 he removed to Pasadena. 
1886 he was business manager of the 
Citrus Fair in Chicago, which he had 
2 many years advocated, and which
